Dear Eric : 

I am indeed grateful to you for your kind letter of October l4th which 
I found on my return from a business trip to Switzerland. You certainly 
have done your part, and if in some small way I can show my gratitude 
I will do so . 

I am sending you two Lion Dollars on approval, but they may not be 
exactly what you want for two reasons; 

a. the condition of most of these later pieces is usually awful, 

b. all the issues of the second half of the XVIIth Century are rare. 

In addition some are not even dated. 

The reason for the wretched striking is not far to seek. Before a ship 
went off to the Levant, the owners asked for estimates from the various 
mints for the -striking of X number of these pieces, and the ordocusually 
went to the mint with the lowest quotation. As no economies could be 
squeezed out of weight or metal fineness, the only remedy was to employ 
the cheapest labour and strike them anyhow, as long as the half-lenght 
b^ust on the one side, and the lion on the other were visible. 

If you can use these, I will settle the bill with Mr. Schulman; otherwise 
just return them. 

As to American material, we have literally nothing to offer; the market 
seems to have been completely drained by the large number of Americans, 
both military and tourist, who roam (and comb) the countryside.
